The German High Seas Fleet lies under 
the waters of Scapa Flow, and the manner 
of its end conveys a salutary lesson to the 
Allied peoples. “ These Junkers will cheat 
you yet’ was a German’s warning to Eng- 
land after the signing of the armistice. 
On Saturday German guile cheated the 
Allies out of the possession of the great 
battle-ships and battle-cruisers which had 
surrendered without a shot. At a signal 
given by the hoisting of a red flag, the 
German crews scuttled their ships and 
took to the boat. The work was 
done so thoroughly that all the big 
ships, save one, sank in a couple 
of hours. Thus ends the miserable 
story of the German Fleet—spurlos versenkt 
in every circumstance of ignominy, 
trickery, and dishonour. No doubt, 
the value of the ships and the expense of 
clearing the harbour will be added to Ger- 
many s heavy bill of costs. It is said that 
the British and United States Govern- 
ments desired that the German Fleet 
should be sunk after the signing of peace, 
but that France, which has little faith in 
the League of Nations, wanted to acquire 
some of the battleships and battle- 
cruisers.
